at its 
weekly luncheon today. 
Miss Muire and her sister, Miss 
Nelle Muire, wore quaint 
Chinese 
c o stu m e s and Miss Muire also had 
on display for the edification of the 
Rotarians, an interesting exhibit ot 
articles made in China. Miss \\ inni- 
fred Muire, a Rushville woman who 
formerly taught in the Rushville high 
school, has spent most of her time 
in China iii recent years. 


“The Chinese are not all out of 
style,” said Miss Muire referring to 
Hie common American conception of 
tile Chinese. “Neither are they all 
homely. The young women roll their 
hair and their dresses go up an down 
as they do in America. They wear 
high heel shoes and take American 
magazines so that they may keep up 
with the styles. 
“ America is their ideal. The young 
people save their money and live for 
one 
goal— to come to America and 
get an education. This is going to 
help China more than anything else 
—education and the emancipation 
of lier womanhood.” 


M i s s Muire told of the organiza­ 
tion of an American woman’s club 
in Shanghai and how their example 
was emulated by Chinese who organ­

fifteen schools for the poor 
[children of Shanghai.

great powers of the world today a f­ 
fixed their signatures to 
a 
treaty 
which scraps the Anglo-Japanese al­ 
liance and solemnly pledges 
all 
to 
preserve peace across the vast ex­ 
panse of the Pacific ocean. 
With typical American simplicity 
Hie great document, considered one 
of the most important in the history 
of the world, was signed in the office 
of Secretary of State Hughes. 
Only the plenipotentaries of tile 
four powers were present. The ]>omp 
and ceremony which usually is 
a t­ 
tached to such important events was 
entirely absent. 
The treaty now goes to the respec­ 
tive governments for ratifications by 
legislative bodies and will be put in­ 
to effect when deposit of such rati­ 
fications is made here. 
That action will formally east in­ 
to the scrap heap, the A ii gin-.Ta pa­ 
nose alliance which this; country lins 
long considered a menace. 
Secretary of State Hughes, admit­ 
tedly the dominant figure in the con­ 
ference, was tin* first to sign the new 
pact affixing his signature iii behalf 
of the United States. Other members 
of the American delegation followed. 
Then came Hie stately Balfour and 
other members of the British delega­ 
tion. Yiviani led the French delega- | 
lion to the signing 
table. 
Admiral ! 
Baron Nato and the Japanese 
dele­ 
gation were the last to affix 
their 
signatures. 
The signing of the treaty started 
at 11.13 and was completed at 11.23. 
Under the 
treaty, 
the 
powers 
agree. 
To respect the insular possessions 
of each other in the Pacific and sub­ 
mit 
controversies to joint confer­ 
ence. 
If any power takes aggressive ac­ 
tion to confer as 
to 
what 
action 
should be taken jointly and separ­ 
a t e l y . 
To maintain the agreement for ten 
years and thereafter until any one 
of the powers cannot 
sit 
on

months notice. 
To make the treaty

deposit of ratifications which will 
automatically terminate the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance. 
None of the delegates seemed to 
fear for the success of the

Tile four power agreement cover­ 
ing the islands of the Pacific raises 
a question which was not suggested 
bv the preliminary announcements— 
a question not unlike 
that 
which 
prevented the 
ratification 
of 
the 
Versailles treaty bv tile U. S. Sen­ 
ate. 
Article ten was objected to 
be­ 
cause it created a moral obligation 
which was valuable only in propor­ 
tion as it suspended the 
constitu­ 
tion of the V. S. by depriving con­ 
gress of its freedom of action when 
the time for action arrived. 
Article 2, is open to tin* same ob­ 
jection, if it can la* construed as r e ­ 
quiring 
tile United States to 
join 
any action decided upon. 
‘‘In ease tile rights of either of the 
four high 
contracting parties 
are 
threatened by the aggressive action { 
of any other power the 
ex tractin g 
parties shall communicate with one 
another fully and frankly in order j 
to arrive at an understanding as to 
the most etlkrient measures to he ta­ 
ken jointly aud separately to meet 
the exigencies of th** particular sit­ 
uation’’. 
What do the contracting 
parties 
mean ? 
“Jointly a lid 
separately ’ 
would 
oceni to imply an obligation. 
If 
it 
were jointly or separately it might 
he construed as permitting each na­ 
tion to decide its own course. 
But 
wliv leave doubt as to the 
meaning. 
Each on** of the 
thirty 
arbitration 
treaties to 
which 
reference 
was 
made in the advance notices regard­ 
ing* this agreement contains a reser­ 


vation explicitly stating 
that 
the 
parties can act independently at the 
conclusion of the investigation. As 
the delegates understand the terms 
of the thirty treaties, a failure to 
include this plainly expressed reser­ 
vation would indicate that the 
con­ 
tracting partes do not 
inend any 
such reservation ofindependenee.

have borrowed from the 
League of Nations covenant the one 
provision that did most to prevent 
ratification of the Versailles treaty.

Four Power Agreement Covering Is- 


lands of/ Pacific, Raises Issue 


Similar to treaty 


MORAL OBLIGATION INVOLVED 


Either of the 4 High Powers Must 


Consult With Each Other When 


Necessities 
Arise

The four power agreement cover- 


ing the islands of the Pacific raises 
a question which was not suggested 
by the preliminary. announcements— 
a questioir not unlike that 
which 


prevented the ratification 
of 
the 


Versailles treaty by the IL S. Sen- 
ate.

Article ,ten was objected to 
be- 


cause it created a moral obligation 
which was valuable only in propor- 
tion as it suspended the -constitu- 
tion of; the U. S. by 'depriving con- 
gress of its freedom of action when 
the time for action arrived. 


Article 2, is open to the same ob- 


jection, if it can be construed as re- 
quiring1 the United States to 
join 


any action decided upon. 


"In case the rights of either of the 


four high contracting parties 
are 


threatened by the aggressive action, 
of any other power the contracting 
parties shall communicate with one 
another fully -and frankly in order 
to arrive at an understanding as to 
the most efficient measures to be ta- 
ken jointly and separately to meet 
the exigencies of the particular sit- 
uation". 


What do the contracting parties 


mean? 


"Jointly and 
separately" would 


seem to imply an obligation. If 
it 


were jointly or separately it might 
be construed as permitting each na- 
tion to decide its own course. But 
why leave doubt as to the meaning. 
Each one of 'the 
thirty arbitration 


treaties to 
which 
reference 
was 


made in the advance notices regard- 
ing this agreement contains a reser- 


V'atioii explicitly" stating 
that 
the 


parties can. act independently at the 
conclusion of the investigation. As 
the delegates understand the • terms 
of the thirty treaties, a failure to 
irtelude this plainly expressed reser- 
vation would indicate that the :' con- 
tracting partes do. not., iriend any 
such reservation, ofindependenee. : 


In other words' the 'conference 


seems to have borrowed from the 
League of Nations covenant the one 
provision '.that ".did most _to prevent 
ratification of "tine Versailles 'treaty. 


Of course, this agreement is be- 


tween four' powers only while the 
League of Nations was expected to 
include all the nations and the four 
power agreement only relates to the 
islands in the Pacific wWle the cove- 
nant o£ the League* of Nations cov- 
ered the possesions of all the 
na- 


tions, hut the principle is the same, 
viz; should the United States enter 
into an agreement by the terms o£ 
which it commits its future action to 
the determination of J other nations 
so that it must choose 
between a 


suspension (if its. constitution and a 
breach of faith?- "

a speech about it. 


Lodge's speech was made to the 


Senate quite as much as to the con- 
ference and its guests. He

the ratification fight before any of 
his Senate colleagues could 
voice 


a criticism. 


Administration officials today said 


they "had the jump" on the opposi- 
tion and intended to keep it. Hard- 
ing, Hughes and Lodge a'll believe 
that Senators who fight the treaty 
will sign their own political death 
warrents. For as one official pointed 
out today, the treaty is an essential 
to the success of the arms confer- 
ence. It would be regarded here as 
a calamity if the Hughes program 
of naval armament limitation were 
to go through and the Anglo-Japa- 
nese alliance at the same time re- 
main in force. 


America regards that alliance as 


a menace. The new treaty converts 
it into a bulwark of peace, the ad- 
ministration feels.
